REPORT OF THE TAX COLLECTOR 
(12/31/97) 


It is important to note that the unusually high 1997 delinquency shown below was the result of 
underpayments that the town received from mortgage escrow accounts. The common error in 
dozens of accounts was that the decimal was moved two places (e.g. $2000.00 was paid as 
$20.00). All of the effected taxpayers were notified and several mortgage companies had begun 
correcting their payments as this report is being written. Effected taxpayers should check with the 
Tax Collector periodically to be sure that the appropriate payments and corrections have been 


‘made. Taxpayers should also be concerned about payment of the interest and penalties that have 


accrued as a result of late payments. 


Due to a computer problem, some information was not available at press time. This information 
and any other effected material will be distributed at Town Meeting as a supplement. 


This has been an interesting year for me. I have made a host of mistakes and have learned many 
lessons as a result. The most significant lesson that I have learned is that I am lucky to have an 
unselfish former Tax Collector who is willing to give aid and advice whenever I have asked. Anne 
Dodd has my deepest gratitude. 


I am not only a novice Tax Collector, I am also a novice office holder. Therefore, I must also 
thank Thomasina (Tomi) Bergeron for keeping an eye on me and trying to turn me into a 
reasonably good public servant. She is a true asset for Mont Vernon.

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Selectmen Report — The State of the Town 


1997 was a year that saw many gains for our town but, unfortunately, we also 
experienced a tax increase after successfully holding the tax rate level since 1992. 


We had to offset surplus that was used to cover the 1996 Village School budget 
deficit as well as the surplus that was utilized in keeping the 1996-tax rate level. We also 
experienced a substantial decrease in interest and penalty tax revenue. Increased 
spending for our schools also contributed substantially to the tax increase. 


The town has been very fortunate to have had this period of stable tax rates and 
we must remember it is only made possible by people dedicated to controlling cost, 
spending only what is necessary and receiving full value for all expenditures. It is only 
possible to accomplish this with you the citizens who keep yourselves knowledgeable 
about town affairs and make your voice heard when you vote your desires at town 
meeting. 


At the town meeting in March, the people voted $125,000 for the purchase of the 
Carleton Property, approximately 41 acres. Through the conveyance of 17 acres to the 
cemetery and approximately 6 acres to the library, we were able to pay for the land with 
the exception of $6,000. We were also able to reserve for the future use of the town 
approximately 18 acres, which was an area far greater than the original proposal. 


This year we continued the improvements to Beech Hill Road. We paved 
approximately an additional mile from the section we completed last year out to the 
Francestown Turnpike. We also put the topcoat of asphalt on the previously tarred 
section of the road. Paving this road decreased our road maintenance expense while 
making the road safer for travel. 


With cell towers springing up everywhere, it was determined that the town should 
develop its own telecommunication ordinances to protect the rural character and 
aesthetics of our town. We amassed all of the existing information available, reviewed it 
with the Planning and Zoning Board and they put together what we consider to be a very 
effective set of ordinances that will protect the town. The selectmen urge you to vote for 
these ordinances on March 10, 1998, election day, when you go to the polls. 


No town can hope to function and prosper without the help of volunteers. We are 
so very fortunate here in our town to have people who give of themselves, spend many 
hours, exert so much effort, work on committees, projects, serve on town boards, serve 
on the fire department and rescue squad, and involve themselves and participate in the 
many activities that take place in our town. However, there never seems to be a shortage 
of necessity for additional people to help in many ways. So if you feel you would like to 
be involved more in your town. contact the selectmen who will be glad to hear from you. 


A tremendous thank you to all of our volunteers; we couldn’t do it without you.

1997 has been a successful year for the Lamson Farm and its commission in many 
ways. 

For most of the year, our commission enjoyed a full compliment of members, all of 
whom were very capable, devoted and enthusiastic citizens focused on perpetuating the 
natural beauty of Lamson Farm and the maintenance of it’s buildings. 

Some of the more significant undertakings this year were, the repair of the barn 
door and transom windows, which were badly damaged due to strong winds, the 
placement of informational signs which we hope will aid and encourage townspeople to 
enjoy the farm and also will notify hunters where hunting is allowed, plumbing repairs and 
a workday to make building repairs and clear brush away from the barn and house. 

We have spent considerable time discussing and developing plans for 1998 also. 
Included in the plans are the installation of a fire alarm system throughout the house which 
will report directly to Milford Area Communications, the system we have chosen will also 
accommodate a reporting security system at a later date. We are in the process of finding 
a painting contractor to completely repaint the exterior of the house in the spring or 
summer and also plan to repair all the house windows which are presently in poor shape. 
It has been several years since a timber harvest took place and we would like to begin 
another harvest this year which will accomplish two objectives, to enhance the health, 
growth and appearance of the wooded areas and to generate funds to be used in 
restoration and repair. Probably the most significant effort we hope to begin in 1998 is the 
commencement of a restoration of the farmhouse interior. Earlier in the year we met with 
several members of the Mont Vernon Historical Society and other interested people to 
walk through the house discussing our approach to a restoration. Needless to say, this 
project will require a lot of time and funding. We would certainly welcome contributions 
of either one! If you have any interest, expertise or suggestions for this undertaking, 
please contact any member of the commission, or feel free to come to any of our meetings 
which are held at 7:30pm on the first Tuesday of each month. 

This year’s Lamson Farm Day coincided with beautiful weather once again and we 
hope, provided another wholesome, fun-filled day for families. There are too many people 
to recognize individually, who contribute so much to the day each year, but once again, 
thank vou all very much. A special thanks to John Redemski, a former resident, who 
supervises our Chicken BBQ each year. Lamson Farm Day 1998 will be September 26th., 
and you may look forward to some new activities this coming year. 

Finally, and most significantly, this year, the Lamson Farm Commission received 
an extraordinary gift, in the form of an inheritance from the estate of Marjorie H. Philippi, 
who passed away in 1995. Mrs. Philippi lived in town for many years and was a charter 
member of the Lamson Farm Commission, attending the commission’s first meeting on 
January 23, 1975. She had a special fondness for Lamson Farm, and her legacy will be of 
immeasurable help in sustaining one of Mont Vernon’s real gems. 7

1997 Report 


More than 8,000 people visited the library this past year and checked out over 
13,000 items: books, videos, audiobooks, and magazines. The summer reading program 
attracted 90 children and our children’s programs on Tuesday and Thursday mornings 
have averaged 30 children a week. Halloween brought a record 385 children and 202 
adults to the library. 


The library is full to capacity with its 12,000 books. We must now remove 
materials to provide space for any new books or other items. We have borrowed more 
than 150 books on Interlibrary Loan from other New Hampshire libraries, and we have 
access to a rotating collection of videos and books on tape through our membership in the 
Hillstown Cooperative. 


Thanks are due to our past and present Boards of Trustees and to the Planning and 
Building Committee for their many hours of volunteer work. Thanks also to Dorothy 
Smith and Jo Ann Smith who have served as bookkeepers for the Trustees, to Earle Rich 
and Ken Chin who have volunteered as computer advisors and to the Friends of the 
Library who support reading programs for both children and adults and who give many 
volunteer hours to help staff the library. 


Many of you have given gifts of time, books, and money to help supplement our 
library budget. We thank you for your support. 


Special thanks are extended to the Daland Trustees who provide so much for our 
library. They pay the utility bills and provide for the maintenance and repair of the 
building. This year they also provided funds to purchase chairs, magazine shelves and a 
~ new computer which is available to the public and will allow access to the Internet. 


We also receive income from trust funds. This year, in August, the management 
of these funds was transferred from the Library Trustees to the Trustees of the Trust 
Funds. 


We hope that you will take advantage of the resources and services available at 
your library.

Annual Report of the Mont Vernon Planning Board 


1997 has been a busy year for the board. Although there have been relatively few 
subdivisions (1 major and 2 minor) an important effort has been initiated which will 
determine the ability of the Town and the Board to direct growth. That effort is the 
Master Plan Update. Under the leadership of Paul Apple the Master Plan Committee 
has reviewed the existing Master Plan (1989), and is in the process of identifying and 
categorizing how Mont Vernon should and shouldn’t grow. There are many powerful 
issues to consider and thoughtful input from Town residents is strongly encouraged. 
Now is the time to speak up. Our present zoning allows for 2 and 5 acre lots or open 
space (cluster) developments if the developer so desires. There are no detailed 
specifications in our present Master Plan stating the need for greenways, infrastructure 
and recreational improvements or a viable commercial / industrial zone. We seem to 
know more about what we don’t want than what we do want. It is a process of 
discovery. There is interest in working with the Conservation Commission on design 
of a Greenway through the town, using easements and nights of way to link 
conservation parcels and encourage gentle land use. 


We expect 1998 to be far busier as the demand for housing in our area heats up. 
There have already been many inquiries about certain lots and their suitability for 
subdivision. This makes our need for an updated Master Plan even more acute. The 
controversial issue of cellular communications towers has reared its head and one of 
the Boards’s first acts of 1998 is to hold hearings on proposed regulations governing 
such facilities. It is an emotional issue. 


With the formation of the Master Plan Committee there are more new faces at the 
_ Planning Board Meetings than I’ve seen in 9 years. This is a good thing. Remember, 
democracy is a participatory sport. Come to a meeting or join a committee. You'll be 
better off for it.

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MONT VERNON FIRE DEPARTMENT 


The Mont Vernon Fire Department is a call fire department. Members 
volunteer their time for department, state, and rescue trainings. During 1997, 
several member's participated in a 16 hour basic rescue course in addition to 
the department training. If you would like to become a member of the Mont 
Vernon Fire Department, contact any member of the Board of Fire Wards for 
an application, or call 673-1383. When you volunteer, the whole town benefits. 


The State of New Hampshire operates a state wide 911 system for 
police, fire, and ambulance emergencies. To contact the fire department for 
any non-emergencies, call 673-1414, and for inspections, burn permits, or any 
other infor-mation, call 673-1383. Having 911 is only a part of having a quick 
response to your home in an emergency. The home owner must also insure 
that their home is clearly numbered and that the number's are visible from the 
street by approaching firefighters in any direction. To insure you have the 


proper street number and name, you can check with the town hall. 


Outside burning permits. Every year we respond to unpermitted fires 
or fires that had been left unattended. During winter months, when there is a 
snow cover, a permit is not required for any outside burning. But. anstime 
there is no snow cover, a written permit is required for any outside burning, 
Starting a fire without a permit is a violation of state law. Those who start 
fires without permits can be fined and held responsible for the cost of extin- 
guishing the fire. To obtain a permit, contact Forest Fire Warden Kevin E. 
Pomeroy, Deputy Warden's Howard T. Welch, Jay S. Wilson, or call 673- 
1383. When you have an outside fire, please insure fires are in a Safe area and 
are completely out before leaving. Together, we can prevent foreset fires from 


starting and keep New Hampshire green. 
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During 1997, the fire department responded to 69 calls for assistance.

We had no serious or large loss due to fire in 1997, but we remind 
everyone to insure that they have working smoke detectors in their homes. A 
minimum of one per floor and one in each bedroom. Smoke detectors save 


lives. 


The department spent Fire Prevention Week with the Readiness, 
Kindergarten, and the first through third grades. Deputy Chief Jay 8. Wilson, 
and Lieutenant's Hunter Philbrick and Sean Mamone discussed what to do in 
case of a fire, safety around the home and at school, and demostrated the 
type of equipment used by firefighters. You should check your smoke detec- 
tors monthly and have a family plan of what to do in case of a fire, knowing 
two ways out of your home. If you think you have a fire, don't delay, call the 


fire department and get out and stay out. 
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At this town meeting we are asking for your support for two warrant 
articles. One is for the fire apparatus capital reserve account and the other is 
to replace the furnace and heating system in the fire station.

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CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


Annual Report, 1997 


The Commission has been involved in the process of identifying property needs” 
and availability for conservation purposes. The process includes evaluation of 
properties with respect to conservation, recreation, viewscape, development, avail- 
ability, and cost. Appropriate actions are forwarded to the Planning Board, the Se- 
lectmen, and the Town for their consideration. For example, the Commission is in-| 
terested in establishing a greenway connecting the Souhegan Trailway in Milford 
with the Joe English reservation, along Purgatory Brook and including Purgatory 
Falls. | 


The Commission arranged a Carleton Park Clean-up day. About 8 members, 
spouses, and others from the community started out in cloudy weather and ended 
up in pouring rain. The work included cutting and chipping brush and scrub, open- 
ing up the pond and pathway around it. Billy Jones should be commended for his. 
work and contribution. Because of his contributions, the effort was successful. 


For the Annual Spring Road Clean-up, the Commission was joined by the Peter 
King family and Community Service youth. Several miles of town road were cleared. 
of litter. The Commission always needs additional help in its attempts to maintain a 
litter free town. In the meantime, everyone can keep roadsides in their vicinity clear 
of litter. 


The Commission was fortunate to have Bob Quay, working toward Eagle Scout, 
take on the Purgatory Trails project. In addition to trail improvement, signage was 
installed, parking areas were improved, and a new brochure was produced. Unfor- 
tunately, one of the original signs was stolen within a week. Fortunately, through 
the generosity of Eastern Mountain Sports, a new sign has been installed. Thank 
you EMS. Brochures are available at the Mont Vernon Store, the Library, Town 
Hall, and the Town Clerks Office. 


The Commission is once again working with the Planning Board and Selectmen 
with respect to possible dedication of a portion of Land Use Change Fees to Con- 
servation purposes. We are also represented on the Master Plan Advisory Com- 
mittee, and are supporting efforts to maintain open space within the town.

The end of the 1997 fiscal year marked my arrival as the Executive Director of the Nashua 
Regional Planning Commission. Having grown up in the Nashua region, and having lived in other states, it 
is a pleasure to be back in New Hampshire. If any one has any issues of concerns regarding local planning. 
do not hesitate to contact me at the NRPC. We at the NRPC are grateful for the participation of Mont 
Vernon's NRPC Commissioners: Mary Collins, Gerry Griffin and Robert Wolf. 


The following is a brief summary of our accomplishments in 1997: 
Geographic Information System 


Staff applied our GIS resources and technology to a broad variety of local applications in a 
number of our communities including real property parcel mapping, build out analyses, floodplain and 
floodway mapping, aquifer protection, development constraints mapping, long range visioning and traffic 
analyses. NRPC also worked on the development of a GIS based traffic data reporting system. 


Planning Board Training 


The Regional Planning Commission conducted an evening workshop in April for all member 
communities. The topic of the workshop was on sound decision making for planning issues. In addition to 
this, through funding through the Office of State Planning, NRPC produced a video tape on community 
growth management. The video is available to all local planning commissioners in the region. 


TravelNet Information System 

The NRPC completed the development of a computer based system of transportation related 
information, such as ridematching availability, transit schedules, airline information, transportation project 
Status reports, currently planned projects and other information. The system will soon be available at 
public kiosk locations in the region and on the Internet. 


Highway Data Collection Program 


With automatic counters at over 80 locations throughout the region, NRPC maintained a traffic 
count system to provide the most accurate and current data to meet the needs of both public agencies and 


private businesses. The data were published in an annual summary document and distributed to local — 


communities. 
Master Plan 


The NRPC assisted the Planning Board in its update of the Master Plan's transportation chapter. — 
In addition to this, a process for developing a complete master plan update for the community was 
discussed with Town officials.

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD CHAIRMAN 


The year began with the Annual Distnct Meeting, in March of 1997, where the Town voters 
approved, in large measure, the budget as adopted by the Board. Additionally, the town 
approved $25,000 to purchase computers for the Village School. As a result of the hard work of 
the Technology Committee, led by Peter Hayden and-Board member Robert Kent, the computers 
were subsequently purchased and installed and are now being used by our students. 


In May, Principal Estey announced that the Mont Vernon PTA had received the Dr. Eugene 
O. Jalbert award for Family-School involvement, which was one of only four presented in the 
state this year. The award is highly competitive and, as anyone involved in the school is aware, 
well earned by our active PTA. 


At the July 31 Board meeting a number of parents and citizens attended to express concerns 
about the number of students enrolled in grade 3 by that date. Consensus of the citizen group was 
to divide the third grade and hire an additional teacher. This was supported by Mr. Estey. 


The Board subsequently held a public meeting on August 7 on the issue, and the Board 
voted to hire the additional teacher. After looking closely at the budget, Dr. Lalley announced at 
a subsequent meeting that he believed that all of the cost of the extra teacher, except for about 
$5,000, would be able to be absorbed in the then current year budget. 


Our school population has grown dramatically this year. At the close of school in June 
1997 the Village School had 179 students. At the opening of school in September 1997 we had 
205 students. Over the course of the school year thus far the population has continued to increase 
to a current total of 212 students. As a result of the unexpected increase in school population, 
and at the suggestion of Mr. Estey, the Board has formed a Space Needs Committee which will 
begin work shortly to examine future options associated with growth of the school population. 


Beginning in the fall of 1997 the School Board and the Mont Vernon Education Association 
began negotiations toward a three year contract. Barbara Millar and Bob Kent represented the 
Board on the negotiating committee. Negotiations were successful, and the contract has been 
approved by the MVEA and was unanimously ratified by the Board on January 8, 1998. The 
financial aspects of the agreement remain for the voters to consider at the March 1998 Annual 
Meeting. 


At the December 4, 1998 Board meeting Dr. Lalley announced that he had been informed 
by Attorney William Drescher that the New Hampshire Supreme Court would not hear the appeal 
_ of the lawsuit, Karen Testerman v. Dr. Richard Lalley et. al. Defending this lawsuit successfully 
incurred approximately $6,000 in legal expenses for the Mont Vernon School District. 


The Mont Vernon School Board, compnised of five individuals with five points of view, has 
had a productive year. Differing viewpoints have been treated with respect among the Board and 
consensus has been reached on many important issues. The successful negotiation of the contract 
with the MVEA exemplifies the Board’s ability to work together productively. 


The Board appreciates the support we have received, as always, from Dr. Lalley and 
Michael Galan at the SAU and from William Estey, our principal, for our successful year. 


Superintendent's Report 


The major headline this year in Mont Vernon is school growth. Stable for six years with enrolment 
in Grades 1-6 ranging from 174 to 186 students, the opening count in September 1997 jumped to 205: 
and presently stands at 213. Growth in Grades 7 and 8 also exceeded projections, with an estimated 
54 students expanding to 65. Joining general population growth has been an accompanying increase! 
in the number of educationally handicapped students: 19 students last year, 32 students this year. |

The school board authorized hiring an additional unbudgeted teacher this past summer in response 
to higher-than-expected enrollment and, unfortunately, six more Grades 7 and 8 tuition students to 
Amherst Middle School than budgeted moved in and put more strain on the budget than it can handle. 
Consequently, a deficit appropriation to cover unanticipated enrollment growth is being requested 
at the March 1998 Annual Meeting. 


The school board has formed a committee which will soon begin a study of the enrollment issue anc 
building capacity. 


Improvements are under way in both the computer and math curriculums. Bolstered by a $25,000 
warrant article approved at the March 1997 Annual Meeting, the Technology Committee, with Petei 
Hayden and Bob Kent at the helm, has set up a state-of-the-art computer lab at the Village Schoo 
for use by students, teachers and the community. Work also continues this year on phasing in the 
revised mathematics program. 


Another important milestone was reached when the school board and the Mont Vernon Educatior 
Association reached a well-constructed and balanced agreement which ratifies language for three 
years and reopens the salary section annually. I commend the long hours and thought that teacher: 
Rosemary Curtis, Helen Quinlan and Barry Jordan and board members Barbara Millar and Bob Ken 
put into the negotiations process. | 
In closing, I wish to thank Bill Estey, Principal, Betsy Merkle, Special Education Coordinator, an 
the entire faculty and staff for their devotion to helping all students find success and enjoyment anc 


school, and to Michael Galan for his expert work on the budget.

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Principal's Report 


My first year as Principal of the Mont Vernon Village School proved to be a rewarding 
experience. The school community of faculty, staff, School Board, PTA, parents, volunteers, and 
townspeople were welcoming and supportive. These relationships enabled us to foster many 
accomplishments. 


The school enrollment ended with 170 students. The first grade had 34 students, second ended 
with 26, third listed 37, fourth had 28, and fifth showed 23; we graduated 22 sixth graders. 


The school community had to deal with the after effects of a serious accident that injured Pat 
Gould and Betsy Merkle. Pat was unable to return and finish the school year with her second grade 
students. Betsy’s return included a transition from part to full-time as she recovered from her 
injuries. This incident has had lasting effects on the two staff members, the second grade students 
and their parents. 


Maria Zodda became our new Special Needs teacher, and we increased our Title I Tutors to 
‘four. Teresa Nielsen, Cathy Powers, Sharon Strickland and Susan Shearhouse became part of our 
educational team. Mary Beth Gilpin proved to be a helpful addition as she filled in for Susan when 
Karen Itner was on maternity leave and, later, for Pat Gould during her absence. 


Our PTA was a priceless resource for MVVS during the 1996-97 school year. They received 
the Eugene O. Jalbert Award for Family-School Involvement. The Commissioner of Education only 
recognized two schools and two individuals throughout the state, and the MVPTA was one of them. 
| This award was coupled with the Blue Ribbon Award for volunteerism as recognized by NH Partners 
in Education. Odyssey of the Mind was introduced to Mont Vernon and we placed in the regional 
event, a wonderful showing for our first year. Reflections, storyteller Odds Bodkin, and local 
illustrator Jill Weber enhanced our arts program. Our playground took on a new look with an 
_ exceptional basketball court, new playground equipment and an upgraded ballfield. Parent programs 
such as the workshop by Jack Agati on Raising Positive Children, and Red Ribbon Week rounded 
out the PTA’s efforts. These were made possible by the exemplary PTA leadership of Linda Taylor, 
_ Linda Pomeroy, Shannon Kolb, Janet Ginja, Laurie Hayden and Emily Archer. 


Our teachers presented programs that expanded the educational skills developed in the 
| classroom. Grandparents’ Day, Math Mania, the ALL School Music and Arts Review, the portable 

climbing wall, Jump Rope for Heart, Invention Convention, Oration Celebration, and our monthly 
| SRAs exhibited our students’ skills and talents in forums that included our parents and community 
| members. Our students were recognized on the state level for their work in Reflections, Invention 
Convention, and the Governor’s Council Environmental Poster Contest. 


Grants continued to enhance our programs. The Eisenhower Grant supplied funds to beef up 
| our science resources. The Drug Free School Grant offered funds that contributed to the success of 
| the Red Ribbon Week, the Jack Agati workshop, and parenting pamphlets. The grant for Innovative 
| Education allowed us to continue our relationship with Jan Woodbury, who offers a unique 
environmental education for all our students. The Individuals with Disabilities Act supplemented our 
| mandated Special Education instruction and paid for our Title I Tutors.

Our New Hampshire Education Improvement and Assessment Program results were not as 
encouraging as the previous year. We held pat, but our goal is to progress each year. Since we offer 
such a small sample, our results skew pretty quickly. Our teachers received directions and — 
suggestions from the teachers who administered and analyzed the test results. As we implement a ~ 
new constructivism math program and couple it with our traditional approach, we aim to prepare our — 
students for these tests that call for problem solving, analytical skills and application of skills. 


Our fifth grade, under the direction of their teacher, Nancy Sandahl, produced a quilt that _ 
captured their perception of the town of Mont Vernon. It was presented to the school at an SRA that — 
included town representatives for each of the sites depicted on the quilt. It was a heartwarming event — 
that symbolized the impact of a small town on a child’s education. It proved that, when we work © 
together, we have the potential to reach the expectations our children have for us. |

MONT VERNON SCHOOL DISTRICT MEETING 


MARCH 14, 1997 


Approximately 100 people gathered in the multipurpose room of the Mont Vernon Village School on March 14, 
1997 at 7:30 pm for the annual School District Meeting. 


School Board members present were Tracey Miller, Barbara Millar, Robert Kent, Pam Coughlin, and Meg 
Johnson. Budget Committee members present were Karen Testerman, Elizabeth Herrick, Carolyn Vinsel, John 
Koch and Hedley Parsons. Superintendent of SAU #39 Dr. Richard Lalley and Assistant Superintendent Michael 
Galan were also present. 


Moderator Walter D. Kilian called the meeting to order and led the voters in the recitation of the Pledge of 
Allegiance which was followed by the Invocation. As there was a snowstorm that evening, Mr. Kilian explained 
that the people have the power to recess and postpone the meeting, not he, with a motion to recess and a consensus 
vote. No such motion was made. Mr. Kilian then stated that he would be following Robert's Rules of order, and 
read the introduction section of the Warrant. 


Mr. Kilian recognized Tracey Miller, who gave a brief presentation showing the school's budget history, tax 
history, tax impact analysis and major impact items to come before the meeting. 


ARTICLE I 


ARTICLE 2 


To hear the reports of officers, agents and auditors, and to take action with reference 
thereto. 


Tracey Miller moved to accept the reports. Pam Coughlin seconded the motion. 


The voters passed the motion. 


To see if the District will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of thirty thousand dollars 
($30,000) to cover the general fund deficit in the 1996-97 budget pursuant to RSA 189:28-a 
caused by the unanticipated increase in tuition students to Amherst Middle School and the 
unanticipated increase in the number of handicapped students requiring out-of-district 
program placement. 


Barbara Millar moved the article as read. Pam Coughlin seconded the motion. Zoe Fimbel said 
there will be six fewer students going to the Middle School in the coming year; will the savings 
go into a reserve account? Barbara responded that the decrease in students is reflected in a 
reduction of $35,000 in this year's budget (line 10-1100-561-200). David Testerman 
commented that we should be seeing a $35,000 savings for next year, but the budget has already 
spent that savings. We don't seem to be reducing the budget accordingly. Barbara Millar 
responded that his comment doesn't have to do with Article 2; Article 2 pays for the unexpected 
children at the middle school not covered by last year's budget. Karen Testerman commented 
that this year's budget doesn't reflect the savings we expect, and costs seem to be spiralling out 
of control. Mr. Kilian then took a vote on Article 2. 


The voters passed the motion. 


Mr. Kilian then recognized Karen Testerman, who introduced the Budget Committee and gave a 
presentation. She made the point that in past years Mont Vernon's Selectman have pulled money 
from a town reserve account to cover the deficit caused by tuition for unexpected students, but 
that money will no longer be available for this purpose. The Selectman asked the school board 
to keep a flat tax rate, but were ignored, Mrs. Testerman said. In addition, Mrs. Testerman 
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ARTICLE 3 


explained that the budget committee had discovered problems in the current contract regarding 
pro-rata economic benefits, step increase criteria, and administration of sick and personal time. 
She made the point that tuition reimbursement is not written into the administrative/staff 
contract. 


To see if the District will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of twenty-five thousand 
dollars ($25,000) to purchase computer equipment to replace equipment that is nearing the 
end of its life cycle. 


Robert Kent moved the Article as read. Pam Coughlm seconded the motion. 
John Koch moved to reduce this amount to $12,500, seconded by Karen Testerman. 


Robert Kent, speaking for the school board technology committee, made the point that kids use 
computers at all levels of education and personal computer use is growing. The proposed 
computers will be used to teach the basics, to support mstruction in core subjects, help with 
remediation, and they will be available to the community through evening courses. The 
technology committee has decided to change to IBM-compatible machines rather than 
Macintoshes, which were bought for the school in the past. The current computers are 
inadequate, they have limited teaching use, the old machines do not have hard drives or CD- 
ROM drives, only 128 KB of RAM; not enough to mm new software. The board applied for 
Goal 2000 money but was declined a grant. Fundraisers have provided $1,000 toward the 
purchase of additional software. Fifteen networked computers are proposed, with a tax impact 
of 21 cents per $1,000. 


Peter Hayden, chairman of the technology committee, commented that by cutting the amount in 
half you would reduced the quantity of computers by half. The committee already tried to save 
money for the town by planning on doubling up students on the machines and serving half a 
class at a time. Fewer computers means more staff to split classes or 3-4 kids at a computer at a 
time, which would be bad. He said he is very much against this amendment. 


Steve Wilkins commented that computer skills are essential in today's society and asked if the 
proposed budget will be enough to last a few years. Robert Kent replied that in terms of 
hardware, yes, but not for software. Mr. Wilkins asked if it will be possible to upgrade the 
computers. Mr. Kent replied that obsolescence is a big problem, but that if we buy high quality 
machines they should last; the plan is to buy $1,500 133 MHz machines. 


Mr. Wilkins asked the budget committee to explain the reasoning behind their amendment. 
Karen Testerman replied that taxpayers are already getting a $1.09 increase from Souhegan 
Cooperative school budget. She said the computers could be used by just the 4th, Sth and 6th 
graders, rather than all the students in grades 1-6. Bob Kent mentioned that the computers will® 
be used where they best supplement the instruction. 


Gerry Griffin commented that we should not throw away the old Apple machines; they are 
valuable antiques. He said we should make sure we buy only IBM-compatibles, not Apples. 
Mr. Kent replied that that is the plan. 


Moderator Walter Kilian asked for a point of privilege. He said he truly feels that the school 
district should spend the money. We have dinosaur equipment. The middle school and high 

school use IBM PCs. If we can afford $30,000 to cover a deficit, why not $25,000 for this? 
The voters applauded. 
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ARTICLE 4 


Peter Savage questioned the need for networking the computers. Mr. Kent responded that a 
volunteer will do the networking job. Networking provides greater flexibility. It will be possible 
to tie all the computers into the same link if desired. 


Tim Allen commented that computers are his livelihood; he has bought and sold them. $12,500 
is enough for 15 computers. $25,000 is extremely generous; sounds like what you'd pay if you 
don't shop around. 


Sandy Burke commented that all the students should be able to use the computers. 
Anne Dodd moved the question. Bob Naber seconded. The voters carried the motion. 
The voters defeated the motion to amend Article 3 by standing count: 26:86. 


Mike Fimbel asked Mr. Kent if the committee had looked into buying used equipment. Mr. Kent 
responded yes, but old equipment is in high demand; for instance, when he checked at the 
company where he works, he found he was too late in his request. 


Mr. Kilian asked Mr. Kent if it turns out that someone donates fifteen 486 machines, would he 
promise to retum the unspent money? Mr. Kent responded that he couldn't make that 
commitment. 


Mike Fimbel commented that Windows 95 is the best environment. 


Tom Wahle commented that donations tend to be what nobody else wants, machines that don't 
completely work, that aren't compatible with each other, and they tend to be unusable. 


Paul Caristi commented that you can buy a 486 machine for $600; he knows because he sells 
them. 


Eileen Naber moved the question. Bob Naber seconded. The voters carried the motion. 
The voters carried Article 3 by standing count, 95:18. 
Mr. Kilian then challenged the school board to return unspent funds. 


Peter Hayden commented that Article 4 in the posted warrant is different from Article 4 in the 
warrant printed m the Town Report. Michael Galan responded that formerly there was an 
article regarding the creation of a Trust Fund in the warrant, but when the Department of 
Revenue reviewed the article, they discovered that it was unnecessary because it involves non- 
public money, so that article was removed from the warrant between the time the town report 
was printed and the time the warrant was posted. 


To see if the District will vote to create an expendable Trust Fund under the provisions of 
RSA 198:20-c, to be known as the school building maintenance fund for the purpose of 
repairing and maintaining the outside of the Village Elementary School. Furthermore, to 
name the school board as agents to expend and to raise and appropriate the sum of ten 
thousand dollars ($10,000) toward this purpose. The school board recommends this 
appropriation. 


Pam Coughlin moved the motion as read. Tracey Miller seconded the motion. 
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ARTICLE 5 


Line 10:1100-120-100 Substitutes Salary 


Line 10-1200-112-100 Salaries-Special Ed. 


Mr. Kilian made clear to the voters that the Article 4 just read is called Article 5 in the town 
report, and he will refer to it as Article 5. 


Karen Testerman commented that the budget committee supports this article. 


Barbara Millar commented that if we put money in the budget for something, normally it has to _ 
be spent that year. The Trust Fund allows us to roll it over, like a savings account, and the 
money can be used only for its original intended purpose. 


Anne Dodd commented that if it takes $10,000 to fix the building, we should fix it. We should 
make sure the establishment of this fund does not cause the work to be postponed when it reall | 
needs to be done. | 


The voters then unanimously passed Article 4. 


To see what sum of money the District will vote to raise and appropriate for the support of 
schools, for the salaries of school district officials, and agents, and for the payment of 
statutory obligations of said district; and to authorize the application against said 
appropriation of such sums as are estimated to be received from the state and federal 
government, together with other income, the School Board to certify to the Town 
Selectmen the balance between the estimated revenue and the appropriation to be raised by 


taxation. 





Tracey Miller moved the Article as read. Pam Coughlin seconded the motion. 


Mr. Kilian proceeded to read the budget line by line, asking those itchenttl to interrupt when they) 
had a concern. 


Karen Testerman moved to amend the proposed amount of $7,500 to $7,000, a difference of 
$500. John Koch seconded the motion. She then gave a brief presentation on teacher absentee — 
records, showing that there is a high rate of absenteeism, on Fridays especially. It costs $50a 
day for a substitute teacher. She challenges the administration to reduce absenteesim by 20%. _ 


Robert Kent commented that it is difficult to predict how much money will be needed to cover 
costs of sick leave and personal time for teachers. | 


John Quinlan commented that there are 180 school days, so 15 sick days is 1 sick day for every | 
10 days of work. We need to get this under control. 


The voters then carried the motion to amend Line 10:1100-120-100, reducing it to $7,000. | 


Karen Testerman moved to amend this amount from $31,558 to $18,935, a reduction of 
$12,623. John Koch seconded the motion. Mrs. Testerman stated the budget committee 
recommends that the special ed teacher remain at 60%, and not be increased to a full time 
position. The net increase proposed for special ed positions, she said, is 2 new aides plus this 
increase to a full time position. 


| 
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Pam Coughlin commented that Maria Zodda, the 60% special ed teacher, has been working four 
hours a week overtime in order to meet IEP requirements. 


John Koch commented that the budget committee is not proposing a reduction in her salary, but 
that it will stay the same, and the next line item will supply an aide. 


Sandy Brooks commented that labor laws require us to pay her for overtime; it's logical that we 
do. 


David Testerman commented that it is not against the law and said we should take the next line 
item into account when considering this one. 


Pam Coughlia explained how the teachers will cover all the special ed students. 

Walter Kilian asked how many teaching hours are in a teacher's day. Mike Galan responded 
there are 6. Mr. Kilian (referring to the chart being presented) asked if five and a half hours was 
considered a full day. Mr. Galan responded yes. 

Pam Coughlin then explained the need and specific use for the special ed aides. 


Peter Hayden commented that if the next line item is reduced, how will that solve the problem? 


Karen Testerman commented that next year we will have 21 special ed students. The budget 
committee recommends adding 1 extra aide rather than the 2 the school board proposes. 


Pam Coughlin commented that the students’ needs determine how many teachers are required, 
not necessarily the quantity of students. 


Walter Kilian then declared a recess and met with a representative from both the school board 
and budget committee. 


Walter Kilian then explained to the voters that the school board is requesting 3 special ed aides, 
1 of which is coming with a student so does not represent an extra cost. The budget committee 
will be proposing that 1 aide is enough. 


Bill Estey, the Mont Vernon Village School principal, commented that the school was 
unsuccessful in getting a UNH intern. 


Dr. Lalley commented that UNH has teacher interns working on masters degrees. They get 
$3,000 for interning, but they must teach. They can't qualify for their degree by being an 


assistant, so they aren't interested in the positions we offer. 


Mr. Kilian then asked if there was any further discussion. Peter Hayden requested a standing 
vote. 


The voters defeated the motion to amend Line 10-1200-112-100 by standing count, 33:74. 
Line 10-1200-114-100 Salaries-Instructional Assoc. 

Karen Testerman moved to amend this line from $29,139 to $9,713, a reduction of $19,426. 

John Koch seconded the motion. Mrs. Testerman commented that, bec2use the special ed 


teacher was now increased to a full time position, no aides are now necessary. 
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Cindy D'Andrea commented that there are two classrooms that need aides. You can't split up 
the classes. It is necessary to have an aide m third and in fifth grade. You can't have two people 
in three places full-time. We don't have extra people floating around the school. 
A standing count was requested. 
The voters defeated the motion to amend Lme 10-1200-114-100 by standing count, 30:77. 

Line 10-1200-270-100 Tuition Reimbursement 


John Koch moved to amend this line from $750 to $0, a reduction of $750. Karen Testerman 
seconded the motion. Mr. Koch noted that teachers are compensated by contract. 


Barbara Millar commented that we need to allow teachers to get further training, and noted that 
the person we are talking about saves the town money. 


The voters defeated the motion to amend Line 10-1200-270-100 by standing count, 26:74. 

Line 10-1200-330-000 Pupil Services-DW 
Karen Testerman moved to amend this line from $3,000 to $1,500, a reduction of $1,500. John 
Koch seconded the motion. Mrs. Testerman commented that this amendment is based on prior 
history; the expenditure for last year was $626. 
The voters carried the motion to amend Lime 10-1200-330-000. 


Line 10-2140-330-000 Pupil Services-District Wide 


John Koch moved to amend this line from $1,000 to $500, a reduction of $500. Karen 
Testerman seconded the motion. 


Barbara Millar commented that the school board's proposal is based on a five-year average of 
$900 for this line item. 


The voters carried the motion to amend Line 10-2140-330-000. 
Line 10-2210-112-100 Curriculum Development _ 


John Koch moved to amend this line from $750 to $0, a reduction of $750. Karen Testerman 
seconded the motion. 


Meg Johnson commented that curriculum development requires extra hours, travel, summer 
hours, and it is a coordinator position. Compensation for this should be in addition to regular 
salary. 


Karen Testerman commented that according to the contract, teachers are expected to work 
outside regular hours within reason; this is part of their professional duty. It is unfair to sg 
out one teacher for recognition for time that all teachers put in. . 


Penny Schmitt asked if the position is to coordinate Mont Vernon with the Amherst school. 
Tracey Miller replied yes, adding that we do not ask the teachers to do many outside activities. 
This particular task is done every two years and requires about 100 hours. 
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The voters defeated the motion to amend Line 10-2210-112-100. 
Line 10-2210-640-100 Professional Subscriptions 


John Koch moved to amend this line from $86 to $0, a reduction of $86. Karen Testerman 
seconded the motion. Mr. Koch commented that this item is not covered in the contract. 


The voters defeated the motion to amend line 10-2210-640-100 by standing count, 42:55. 

Line 10-2220-114-100 Salaries Inst. Asst. & Media Spe. 
John Koch moved to amend this line from $6,579 to $4,946, a reduction of $1,633. Karen 
Testerman seconded the motion. Mr. Koch commented that this is a mandate imposed on us by 
the state. 
Meg Johnson commented that the library associate works six hours a day. The part-time $1,500 
media specialist enables us to comply with state minimum standards. We risk losing funds if we 
don't comply. The library is not just for books, we need a technology expert. 


Karen Testerman asked if we can educate the library associate to do the media specialist's work, 
since it appears that the media specialist only does oversight. 


Barbara Millar commented that $50,000 of state aid is on the line if we aren't in compliance. 


Peter Hayden commented that it is silly to argue about compliance. He would like our school to 
be exceptional, not the minimum allowed. 


David Miller asked how long the library associate has been here. Mrs. Powers, the librarian, 
replied three years. He asked how much it would cost to educate her to do the media specialist's 
job. She replied that if she gets certified we'd have to pay her a masters degree salary. 
The voters defeated the motion to amend line 10-2220-114-100. 

Line 10-2310-810-100 Dues 
David Testerman moved to amend this line from $2,135 to $1,900, a reduction of $235. Karen 
Testerman seconded the motion. Mr. Testerman stated that money from this line was used for 
political lobbying of the school board. 
The voters defeated the motion to amend line 10-2310-810-100 by standing count, 41:52. 

Line 10-2410-120-100 Substitutes Other 
John Koch moved to amend this line from $500 to $200, a reduction of $300. Carolyn Vinsel 


seconded the motion. Mr. Koch commented that there is no prior history for this line item, and 
$100 should be a reasonable amount to start with.

Barbara Millar commented that this money is for Bill Estey to do whatever he needs to do to be, 
a better principal. 


The voters defeated the motion to amend Line 10-2410-270-100. 
Line 10-2540-120-100 Custodial Temp & Subs 


John Koch moved to amend this line from $1,000 to $200, a reduction of $800. Karen 
Testerman seconded the motion. Mr. Koch commented that this is a new line item with no prior 
history and $200 should be enough. 


Tracey Miller commented that ice dam repairs require extra help. This line item is for extra help 
for snow shoveling, etcetera. 


Karen Testerman commented that those services should be covered by repairs and maintenance. 
This line item is for substitutes. 


Peter Hayden asked if the budget committee will be making a motion to move more money into 
the maintenance line item. Karen Testerman replied that expenses for substitutes was supposed 
to be covered by Line 10-1100-120-100. 


Barbara Millar commented that the school board's original proposed budget for substitutes was 
$9,000. Karen Testerman said no, that's not true. John Koch commented that on 12/17/96, the 
proposed budget was $7,000. 


Tracey Miller commented that when the budget committee asked the school board to create new 
lines in the budget, our budget was $10,000 a year. They asked the school board to break it up 
and be more realistic, which we did, she said. 
The voters carried the motion to amend Line 10-2540-120-100. 

Line 10-2540-742-100 Replacement of Equip. 
John Koch moved to amend this line from $3,800 to $3,300, a reduction of $500. Karen 
Testerman seconded the motion. Mr. Koch explained that this line includes money for a carpet 


cleaning machine and $1,000 for a vacuum cleaner. The budget committee thought $500 was 
more reasonable. 


Tracey Miller responded that the school needs a heavy-duty vacuum cleaner, it has to pick up 
gum, etcetera, and the board will get three bids for it. 
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The voters carried the motion to amend Line 10-2540-742-100. 

Line 10-2550-513-100 Transportation-Field Trips 
Karen Testerman moved to amend this line from $3,960 to $1,560, a reduction of $2,400. 
Carolyn Vinsel seconded the motion. Mrs. Testerman commented that this proposal came with 
no specifics, and some of the costs could be deferred by parents and fundraising. 
Tracey Miller commented that this line item allows for one field trip for each grade, which is six 
field trips. It covers transportation only. Parents pay admission costs. The specific trips are 


determined by the teachers, based on curriculum. 


Kirk Pomeroy commented that 25 or 30 years ago he went to school here, and he still remembers 
his trip to Sturbridge Village. 


Peter Hayden commented that the PTA raised $8,000 so far this year, contributed over 750 
volunteer hours, and won a blue ribbon award for volunteer time. The parents already 
contribute heavily. 
The voters defeated the motion to amend Line 10-2550-513-100. 

Line 10-2900-213-100 Life Insurance 


Karen Testerman moved to amend this line from $1,483 to $1,448, a reduction of $35. Carolyn 
Vinsel seconded the motion. 


The voters carried the motion to amend Line 10-2900-2 13-100. 

Line 10-2900-214-100 Workers Compensation 
Karen Testerman moved to amend this line from $2,000 to $100, a reduction of $1,900. 
Carolyn Vinsel seconded the motion. Mrs. Testerman commented that for two years there has 
been no expenditure on this line item. 
Michael Galan commented that we belong to a pool, this amount is an estimate. In the past the 
return of dividends from the pool has balanced our expenses, which were around $6,000 to 


$6,500. He expects our expenses to exceed the dividends in the future. 


Mr. Kilian then took a vote and determined the motion had passed. The determination was 
challenged. Mr. Kilian then took a standing vote. 


The voters defeated the motion to amend Line 10-2900-214-100 by 33:58. 

Mr. Kilian then explained to the voters that the original amount moved under Article 5 was 
$1,555,886, and that we are now voting on whether to pass Article 5 with the amended amount 
of $1,552,051. Bob Naber asked if this amount included the $30,000 deficit. Mr. Kilian replied 


yes. 


The voters carried Article 5 with the amended amount of $1,552,051.

Meg Johnson moved the article as read. Pam Coughlin seconded the motion. 
The voters carried the motion. 


To see if the District will appropriate to sum of fifty thousand dollars ($50,000) for the 
support of Federal Projects to be offset by a like amount of revenue through local, state or 
federal revenue sources. 


John Quinlan moved to strike the word "local" from the article as read. Bob Naber seconded the 
motion. Mr. Quinlan commented that this amendment will ensure that we‘are not obligated to 
spend money we did not appropriate. 


David Testerman commented that he supports the amendment. Sometimes money is denied. It 
is important to know the long-term effects. 


Bill Hogan asked if acceptance of this article would preclude accepting donations. Michael 
Galan replied that any donations would have to go before the school board to be accepted. 


Gerry Griffin commented that deleting the word "local" ensures that our dollars will not fund 
shortfall on Federal dollars. 


The voters carried the motion to amend Article 7, striking the word "local." 

The voters then passed Article 7 as amended. 

To transact any other business that may legally come before this meeting. 

Gerry Griffin commented that Amherst passed SB-2, but Souhegan didn't. He thinks this is due 
to the Mont Vernon vote. He thanked Walter Kilian for his service as moderator. The voters 
applauded. 

Walter Kilian then recognized Tracey Miller, who will be leaving the school board, for her 
service. The voters applauded. Mr. Kilian then asked Peter Hayden, the newly elected school 
district moderator, to come forward and be introduced. 

At 10:15 p.m. Karen Testerman moved to adjourn the meeting. Bob Naber seconded. The 


voters carried the motion to adjourn.
